Mareth Line. From this southern flank of the line a trail 
runs across the Chott Djerid salt marsh and a British 
thrust in that direction might create a serious threat to 


All in all it would definitely seem that the situation 
in Tunisia has greatly improved in the last 48 hours. 


Soviet communique does not mention any specific 
vances for the last 24 hours, but it is quite obvious 
that the offensive continues, 
gradually shofting northward, toward Orel. 

The Germans are still offering a terrific resistance 
in the northern sector of the Donetz Basin. Here they had 
intended about ten days ago to conduct a local offensive 
of their own, but that seems to have fallen through and 
they are now limiting themselves to a purely defensive 
battle with the object of preventing the Soviet trap from

Fear of a smashup of the Axis prompts 
Wheeler’s effort to cripple the American 
Army by curtailing its selective service. 

Fear of Hitler's downfall prompts Her- 
bert Hoover to urge that we hold off our 
attacks until “next year.” 

The Wheeler-Hoover-Hearst gang has a 
number of agents in Congress, and it is 
urgent that the American people let their 
Congressmen and Senators know that they 
are expected to support President Roose- 
velt’s victory policies and not the Quisling 
line. 

The British Government and Parliament 
greeted the Red Army and its victories over 
the Nazis. It would be a blow to Hitler if our 
own Congress were to follow suit, and in the 
spirit of President Roosevelt’s greetings, 
slap the Wheelers by officially greeting our 
heroic ally. 

For the Wheeler line is not only “anti- 
Soviet”; it is by the same token profoundly 
anti-American, as Laval’s “anti-Sovietism” 
was treason to France.

* AGREE heartily with Prime Minister 

Churchill when he says that the danger 
to India has not diminished and that it is 
the responsibility of the British Government 
to defend India. 

But it is precisely those considerations 
which demand that Gandhi and the other 
Congress leaders be immediately and-uncon- 
ditionally released. The All-India Congress 
wants nothing better than to be given the 
opportunity of rallying the Indian people for 
defense. Unity of practically every element 
in Indian political life for the release of 
Gandhi is a powerful indication of the 
growth in Indian national unity. “There can 
be no question but that the main responsi- 
bility for the deepening of the India crisis, 
in the face of new threats from Japan, rests 
with the government which continue stub- 
bornly to refuse negotiations for a settle- 
ment, 

Undoubtedly, just as they did last sum- 
mer, defeatist and appeasement elements in 
both Britain and America are attempting to 
capitalize upon the India crisis in an attempt 
to delay still further the Western Front in 
Europe and the development of coalition war- 
fare against Japan. 

Harry Bridges gave a good lead to the 
labor movement when he declared in 
Chicago the other day that the United States 
must take the initiative toward an immediate 
settlement of the India independence ques- 
tion. The trade unions should be in the 
forefront in requesting our government to 


work for the immediate release of Gandhi 


and the other leaders, and for their right 
to negotiate a settlement which will bring 
India full-heartedly i our common 
struggle against the Axis.

1 military advances of the Red 

Army and Stalin's Order of the 
Day have once again placed the 
Second Front issue squarely in the 
middie of the nation’s political 
jife. 

For two years, opponents of the 
Second Front have presented it as 
essentially a “help-Russia” propo- 
sition. It was suavely admitted that 
we would be only too happy to 
“help Russia” except for the un- 
fortunate circumstance that we 
were “not ready,” that we “lacked 
shipping,” or that we could not af- 
ford to be “reckless for Russia's 
sake.” 

The new, hard fact is that the 
Second Front can no longer be dis- 
cussed in this. manner before in- 
telliget people. 

It is awkward to try to talk of 
“helping Russia” when the world 
can see for itself that the Red Army 
is delivering smashing blows at Hit- 
ler’s reeling armies. 

It is difficult to profess a willing- 
ness to “help Russia” but bemoan 
the “lack of ships” when the world 
has witnessed the masterly execu- 
tion of the joint British-American 
expedition in North Africa where 
we successfully crossed the sub-in- 
tested 3,000-mile course without 
mishap. The “help Russia” phase of 
the anti-Second Front deceits is 
coming to an end. Realistic calcu- 
lation is beginning to crowd out 
deceits and delusions, and realism 
displays the truth that it is our 
own safety, our own security from 
Axis attack which makes the in- 
vasion of Europe an imperative 
necessity whose delay will be costly 
to us in materials and lives. 

Lord Beaverbrook in Britain 
makes two powerful points as a re- 
sult of his estimate of the Red 
Army’s recent victories: 

That the new military situation 
increases the peril as well as the 
opportunity of the other United 
Nations, since the weakened but 
still savagely powerful Nazi Ger- 
many may decide to strike west- 
ward after having tasted the bitter 
steel of the Red Army. 

Therefore, continues Beaver- 
brook, it is the better part of wis- 
dom to strike Hitler now before he 
strikes at us, and while he is un- 
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for in the Casablanca decisions. 
We must attack Hitler before he 
recovers sufficiently to attack us.

COURSE, it was always true 
of the mass fight for the in- 
vasion of Europe via a 
Front that it was a fight to protect 
the national interest of Britain and 
America, to avert military attack 
by Hitler, and to save human lives 
by bringing the war to the swiftest 
possible conclusion. 
The only trouble was that the 
hesitators could not be persuaded 


of this truth, and they persisted in’ 


viewing the Second Front move- 
ment as an effort to push America 
into a rescue mission in which its 
own vital interests were not di- 
rectly concerned.

As Stalin pointed out in his 
Order of the Day, it still fights the 
Nazi war machine alone, and this 
takes from it great quantities of 
blood and materials.
